EDUCATION 

At Gonzaga High School 

In December, I 9 I 4.6 Special Agent T. N* O’CONNOR revieTfed the 
applicant’s school records at Gonzaga High School and the following 
information was noted* 

The applicant entered Gonzaga High School July 2L, 1935, and 
graduated on June 16, 1939* The applicant’s grades were average and he 
ranked 5L in a class of 91* Special Agent O’CONNOR was unable to locate 
any of the applicant's instructors. 

At Georgetown University 

Special Agent T. N* O’CONNOR in December, 19^6 reviewed the 
applicant’s scholastic records at Georgetown University which reflected 
that the applicant had entered Georgetown University in January 01 1946 .

This memorandum is being written to furnish information 
concerning Petersen for the use of Inspector H. L. Edwards 
in possible contacts with Petersen at the Midwinter Conference 
of the National District Attorneys Association heing held at 
Los Angeles, California, from March 14 to 18, 1967. Petersen 
is scheduled to address the conference.

Petersen has been Chief of the Department's Organized 
Crime and Racketeering Section since early September, 1966.

He was educated at Gonzaga High School, was an under¬ 
graduate from two years at Georgetown University before 
World War II, and after serving in the Marine Corps from 1942 
to 1945, he completed his education by obtaining an LL.B. degree 
from Columbus University.

called at your office 10/27/66 to outline a program he was 
initiating in which investigators from several different 
Federal agencies would work in a given area under the direction 
of Department attox-neys conducting an intensive investigation 
leading to the employment of an investigatory grand jury. 

He said that such investigative personnel had been promised 
from the Treasury Department, Labor Department, Bureau of 
Customs, Bureau of Narcotics, and the Internal Revenue Service, 
as well as the Immigration and Naturalisation Service of the 
Department of Justice. He expressed a desire to have Bureau 
personnel assigned as well as seeking the Bureau’s views with 
regard to this operation. 

At the outset, Petersen was tactfully told that his 
proposal for a "task force" had a serious defect in that it 
would open the Federal Government to additional attacks 
that information which formed the basis of investigation 
might have come from tainted sources and, therefore, cases 
which are based solely on legally admissable evidence might well 
be jeopardized. Subsequently, with the approval of the 
| Director, Mr. Petersen was advised that the proposed "Task 
[ force" idea had serious objections implicit in the program 
and for that reason we felt it should not be implemented. 
Petersen was told that we would continue to vigorously 
conduct investigations of our organized crime cases and would 
continue to submit to the Department our detailed reports 
of those investigations. At the same time we advised 
I Petersen that the Bureau would not assign personnel to 
Iparticipate in the "task force" operation. 

PCtersen had indicated that the pilot "task force" 
operation would be in the Buffalo, New York, area.

As a starting point in material for its operation, 
the ’’task force” is obviously using the very extensive 
material we have furnished over a period of yea® concerning 
the Magaddino and related groups in Upstate New York. 

One very interesting item concerning personnel 
assigned to the ’’task force” was in the person of one 
Edward Murray Jones, a supervisory investigator of Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. Jones was assigned but never 
actually participated, probably because the Bureau advised the 
|Attorney General of Jones’s background of notoriety in 
'connection with illegal wire tapping for a private detective 
in New York. Jones had been employed by the McClellan Committee 
by Robert F. Kennedy and then appointed to his position with 
Immigration and Naturalization Service when Kennedy became 

( Attorney General. We have been advised since that Jones was 
transferred to the Philippines when he was removed from the 
"task force" assignment, which he had never actively assumed. 

We have written several memos in connection with 
Petersen's "task force" operations and in connection with 
this, the Director has made it plain that we should hold 
to the position that we will not assign Bureau personnel to 
such operations as this one initiated by Petersen. There is an 
indication that additional "task force" moves are to be made, 
particularly in the New York City and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
areas. The Department has requested the same types of record 
checks as with the Magaddino "family" in connection with the 
Joseph Colombo "family" of La Cosa Nostra in New York and the 
Angelo Bruno "family" in Philadelphia. 

Petersen hit the headlines real big via a press 

( release and interviews on February 20 and 21, 1967, by 
announcing a claimed nation-wide attack on fifteen La Cosa Nostra 
"families" by flying squads and investigative experts from 
five Federal agencies. He followed this initial announcement 
with rather extravagant statements such as that the Department 
had assembled a file of more than 200,000 individuals and 
businesses thought to be associated with the La Cosa Nostra 
crime syndicate in the United States. You may recall that the 
Director noted on the press account of Petersen’s statements 
that "this fellow Petersen is a wind bag."

Also attached is a copy of a clipping 
from "The Washington Post and Times Herald" of 2-22-67 
reporting an interview with Petersen and on which the 
Director made the notation that "This fellow Petersen 
is a ’wind bag’." 

It is interesting to note that on the same day of 
Petersen's news story, our Buffalo and Cleveland Offices 
cooperated in the arrest of four individuals operating a major 
interstate gambling operation on behalf of La Cosa Nostra 
leaders. This represented substantial accomplishments when 
compared with the Departmental press release indicating 
"future intentions."

testimony on Title HI electronic surveillance before the McClellan /W/

Senator Kennedy inquired regarding recent court decisions 
holding Title HI electronic surveillance evidence improperly obtained 
because the Attorney General had not personally authorized the wiretap. 

Mr. Petersen pointed out the Department plans to appeal these decisions 
because the record does not fully reflect the extensive care and diligence , 

and caution which are employed by the Department of Justice in the ^ 

authorization in wiretapping orders under Title HI. Petersen then out- 
lined the approval procedures employed in the Department and noted that 
in no instances has an initial order been authorized for a period longer 
than 15 days. (Pages 21-22) V 

Senator Kennedy then inquired whether any changes iifprocedures 
had been made in view of these court decisions. Mr. Petersen said that 
the Attorney General personally approves Title HI requests and no one in 
the Department believes that they have authority to authorize the 
interception of communications other than the Attorney General. In 1 

cases where they cannot wait, they feel impelled to interrupt the Attorney { 
General whether he is in a ^^.binet session or__otherwise. (Page 23) t

Senator Kennedy then asked whether the same approval 
procedure is followed in non-court-ordered wiretaps. Petersen said 
it was his understanding that the Attorney General approves such 
wiretaps. (Page 24) 

Senator Kennedy asked Mr. Petersen to comment on the 
usefulness of wiretaps in internal security cases. Petersen cited one 
instance where an individual was part of an organization which threatened 
the life of the President. He said, ”1 could observe that the information 
intercepted was not as helpful as I hoped it would be but, on the other 
hand, I thought it a reasonable judgment in the circumstances because 
, I feel there is so little margin of error. ” (Page 24) 

Senator Kennedy inquired whether Petersen was more satisfied 
1 about court-authorized wiretapping, in terms of procedures, than in the 
case of the non-court-ordered taps. Petersen indicated that he is more 
satisfied as to the ultimate result in court but he felt that, ’’The fact that 
' every President since Roosevelt and every Attorney General since that 
. time has felt this was a reasonable exercise of his power and I think 
I there is great weight entitled to that. ” (Page 25) 0 

Senator Hart asked what procedures are followed before a 
wiretap goes on without a court order and when it is not a national 
security matter. Petersen explained the emergency provisions of 
Title HI which permits the installation of a wiretap providing a court 
order caifbe obtained within 48 hours. However, he pointed out the 
(Attorney General has never permitted such authority to be used and it
